Equal quantities of blackberries and 


apples, and one pound of sugar to 
one pound of pulp. Wash apples, and 
cut them in slices without removing 
the skins and cores.

Put 
both kinds of fruit into a preserfing 
kettle and with just enough water to 
keep them from burning. Cook until 
reduced to a pulp, stirring frequently. 


Then rub through a ifine sieve, leav- 


ing only the skins and seeds. Return 
flie sieved pulp to the preserving pan 
with sugar in the above proportion, 
and stir constantly over a slow fire 
for twenty minutes. Divide into ster- 
ilized glasses and seal with melted 
Parowax.

Equal quantities of blackberries and 


apples, and one pound of sugar to 
one pound of pulp. Wash apples, and 
cut them in slices without removing 
the skins and cores. 


Pick the blackberries carefully, dis- 


carding any that are unsound. Put 
both kinds of fruit into a preserfing 
kettle and with just enough water to 
keep them from burning. Cook until 
reduced to a pulp, stirring frequently. 


Then rub through a ifine sieve, leav- 


ing only the skins and seeds. Return 
flie sieved pulp to the preserving pan 
with sugar in the above proportion, 
and stir constantly over a slow fire 
for twenty minutes. Divide into ster- 
ilized glasses and seal with melted 
Parowax.
